motion,

Says Let Houses Burn 
Alderman Ziegenhorn in com­ 
menting on the need for the fir# 
stations and equipment, said the 
city could let the people ride on 
rough streets, it wouldn’t hurt 
them, and, after Rafferty had 
again insisted that the council do 
something toward getting the sta­ 
tions built immediately, said “w# 
can let the houses burn.” 
Alderman Farm er declared “w# 
can do without fire stations eas­ 
ier than w'e can do without a 
jail.” 
Mayor Butler declared the city 
had to have a city hall and he 
was ‘bitterly opposed’ to using 
the money from the city hall sale 
and stated “we haven’t enough 
to build one fire station.” 
(Ed. Note: At the council meet­ 
ing of Sept. 8, Mayor Butler ex­ 
pressed the opinion that as soon 
as the balance of the purchase 
price (for the city hall property) 
was received, the city would be 
able to build at least one fire 
station which could be used by 
both the fire and police depart­ 
ments tem porarily).

A polio infection is not som e­

intact. 
But w h at happened w as this; 
S m all particles in

blood, 
know n as antibodies, met the po­ 
lio virus in your blood stream , 
“ran interference” 
for you and 
destroyed the power of the virus 
to paralyze. 


Most hum an beings have an ti­ 
bodies and also are able to pro ­ 
duce m ore of them w hen neces­ 
sary. 
More 
are 
needed 
w hen 
there is a virus invasion of your 
body. T hus the presence of virus 
triggers the m aking of antibodies. 
N on-paralvtic polio 
does 
this, 
w h eth e r it m akes you sick enough 
to go to thm hospital—as occa­ 
sionally 
happens— or 
rem ains 
a 
silent infection. 


If the system does not “ trig ­ 
ger”- that is. if it lacks the ab il­ 
ity to create antibodies— rapidly 
i nough, paralytic polio m ay r e ­ 
sult. 
The Salk vaccination is not an 
infection. It introduces nothing in ­ 
to the h u m a n body that can do it 
any h arm . W hat it does accom ­ 
plish is to provide— for those who 
need it— ex tra help in creating a n ­ 
tibodies.
